HATCHERY ITEM

News of Interest from Stafe Patrol at
Eureka,

The growth of hatcheries for the arti-
floial hatahing of ihe seme fuh ot ihelis
Pacific const, is a very vital and valu-

able feature of the protected fishing
industries of the coast states and not
the least 8o in Oregon under the care-
ful serutiny and oversight of Masier
Fish Warden H, G, Van Dusen of this
city.

The latest official inguiry directed by
Warden Van Dusen finds expression and
reply in the following letter which will
be read with interest:

“Kureka, California, Deec, 0, 1005,

““Dear Sir:—At your request, I send
you the following information in regard
to the good results accompliched by the
artificial bhatehing of salmon on the Eel
gved: Befye the hbtchoyy was es-
tablished these flsh were being rapidly
depleted to such an extent that in a few
vears the fishing industry would have
been a thing of the past. Since we
have been realizing from the work .of
the hatchery, the in the run
of fish has been augumented to such an
extent that at this time there are
double the number of boats dperating
in the river, and with good results as
